No Word Against Gary.

Judge Gary generally is regarded as a

one’else,. Justice Magruder gave up his 
legal practice twelve years ago.

State for a Permanent Judiciary. 


The people of the State registered 
their faith in a permanent judi- 
clary when the term of Supreme 
Court Judges was fixed at nine years. 
The office has been kept out of politics as 
far as possible, and in this district notably 
party affiliations have had little to do with 
the choice of a Judge of the highest court of 
the Commonwealth.
